East were distinctly brighter Saturday as the French

cabinets met to consider the tentative condition ol settlement drawn up by 
the allied representatives here. 
The conditions are expected to form the 
basis of negotiations at the peace conference soon to be summoned. 
They provide for the reoccupation" by the Turks of Constantinople and 
eastern Thrace, including Adrianople, up to the line of the River Maritza 
•with a neutral zone along the Thracian, Bulgarian and Grecian frontiers; 
internationalization of the Dardanelles, maintenance of a permanent mili- 
tary force at Gallipoll 
and 
strict 
guarantees for the protection of the 
minorities in Turkey. 


Shoulcl the plan be approved by the 


two cabinets and be accepted by the 
Turkish nationalist government as a 
basis of negotiation, it is thought the 
peace conference could be convoked 
for October 10 or 12.

, The strip miners were ignorant of 
the fact that they were strike-break- 
ers, the report emphasized, they did 
not realize tbeir danger until noon of 
June 21, when the first attack* was 
made on the mine and which resulted 
in the deaths of three union men. Tne 
jurymen added that they were unable 
to ascertain who were responsible for 
these deaths as the miners gave the 
jury no aid in this connection.;

Coal company, the report Bald the 
i'esentment*of the miners of the com- 
pany's action in mining coal was ag- 
gravatecj by tbe presence of armed 
guards, who closed the highways and' 
treated persons as trespassers when 
they passed over the roads they were 
accustomed to travel.

it is difficult to 
understand 
what 


advantage is to be derived by the govern- 


ment's prosecution of the injunctional proceed- 
ings against the railroad shopcrafts and their 
sympathizers, now that the strike is over, there 
appear in the evidence certain things 
which 


tend to give to the matter a significance beyond 
anything involved in the suit 
itself. 
These 


things are given importance by the supreme 
court's decision that unions may be sued. • 


In the injunction case testimony is offered 


disclosing what purport to have been various, 
acts of violence and sabotage which inflicted 
loss upon several railroads. As we understand 
the Taft opinion, unions may be sued to re- 
cover damages said to have been inflicted in 
this way, and probably the union officials as 
well as the union treasury would have to foot 
the bill in case money damages were assessed. 
Thus the purported facts set up by the govern- 
ment in the injunctional proceeding may be- 
come the bases of civil suits against the unions 
and their officials. 


That such suits might easily result in the 


bankruptcy and dissolution of the shopcrafts 
unions seems to be among the possibilities. 


Two editors, one of them a radical, have 


been cited for contempt for adversely criticis- 
ing a court in an injunctional proceeding grow- 
ing out of the strike. Taking the combination 
of the principles laid down in the injunctional 
suit, if it shall be sustained, together with the 
supreme court's dictum that union! may be 
sued, and the contempt 
proceedings 
which 


seem to have prevented adverse comment by 
the press, there appears to be developing an 
executive and judicial attitude of government 
calculated to unhorse trades unionism in Amer- 
ica as a militant power. Therefore suits test- 
ing the constitutionality of such portions of 
the program as have not yet come to the su- 
preme court, will be watched with deep in- 
terest. In the suits, no doubt, an attempt will 
be made to show that there exists a conspiracy 
to smash trades unionism, and the attempt to 
secure the impeachment of Attorney General 
Daugherty suggests that the unions may go so 
far as to accuse certain agents of government 
of complicity in this alleged conspiracy. 


Executive Dictation 


TX THE closing hours of the session a demo- 


*• cratic senator jibed at the congress as "the 
most subservient to executive dictation" in the 
history of the country. 
One recognizes 
the 


jeer as the familiar expression of the minority. 
It is exactly what the 
republicans 
charged 


against the democrats in the last administra- 
tion. And there is always a measure of truth in 
it. It could hardly be otherwise. Congress is 
composed of some hundreds of men elected 
from as many local districts, chiefly on local is- 
sues. They are answerable to their districts and 
no other. Their continuance in office depends 
upon their position upon local or state issues 
very largely. 
They do not think in national 


terms. 


The president is the only representative 


of all the people in the conditions of his elec- 
tion. 
It follows with some logic, therefore, 


since men are chiefly regardful of that which 
is of direct concern to them, the mernj^i of 
congress think first of local matters, and the 
president of things of national concern. 
The 


record by which a congress is tested, however, 
is made up almost entirely of its decisions upon 
national matters. 
Postoffices and 
patronage, 


pork bar'f and pension bills are incidentals 
when the country assesses the work done. It 
is natural, then, that when the check-up is made 
there seems to have been a strong executive 
influence visible in the 'big measures passed or 
discussed, for it is the exceptional member ^of 
congress who has the time or inclination to in- 
itiate and press legislation outreaching his own 
bailiwick in scope. Administration supporters 
wait for the administration to point the way, 


and then follow. Minority members look to the 
little #roup of their party leaders for the tip. 


That this gives the executive 
in effect 


authority greater than is directly granted him 
by the constitution is perhaps true, but it is a 
condition not easily avoided under our methods 
of government. If it is cause for alarm, and 
search of remedy, the way of relief is plain: 
elect to congress men who are bigger than local 
politics, who will think in terms of the nation 
instead of the district. There are few of them 
in congress now, and the fault is ours who 
make local issues the first test of candidates. 


Patriot? Sage? Evader? 


A FORMER member of the A. E. F. has sent 
*~* back to France his fiance, imported only 
recently after a long engagement dating from 
the war days, because when she at last arrived 
to marry him she had developed a contempt 
for his country. The veteran said she still 
seemed to love him, but she sneered

United States, and he decided life would not be 
happy with her. One would like to know if the 
gentleman is an honest patriot, a very 
wise 


man, or is just making a convenient loophole 
for escape after changing his mind. Any of 
these hypotheses might fit, though perhaps the 
cynic might think the last the more likely.
